ORDINANCE NO. 023-43 AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING 
CONTRACTS WITH FIVE ARTISTS 
FOR ARTWORK FOR THE RED AND 
PURPLE MODERNIZATION PROJECT 


WHEREAS, The Chicago Transit Authority (“Authority”) seeks artwork for 
stations that are being rehabilitated as part of the Red and Purple Modernization (RPM) 
project; and 


WHEREAS, The Authority issued a Request for Proposals/Call for Artists 
under Requisition No. C220P102711819 for qualified artists to provide the artwork, and 
the proposals of Tom Torluemke (Lawrence station), Mayumi Lake (Argyle Station), 
Jonathan David Lozano (Berwyn station), William Conger (Bryn Mawr station, main 
entrance), and Alice Hargrave (Bryn Mawr station, Hollywood entrance) were determined 
to be most advantageous to the Authority; and 


WHEREAS, Staff recommends award of contracts to Tom Torluemke, 
Mayumi Lake, Jonathan David Lozano, William Conger, and Alice Hargrave for artwork for 
the RPM project in an aggregate amount not to exceed $750,000.00; now, therefore: 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CHICAGO TRANSIT BOARD 
OF THE CHICAGO TRANSIT AUTHORITY: 


SECTION 1. The Chairman of the Chicago Transit Board, the President of 
the Authority, and the Vice President of Purchasing and Supply Chain, or their designees, 
are hereby authorized to execute contracts with Tom Torluemke, Mayumi Lake, Jonathan 
David Lozano, William Conger, and Alice Hargrave for artwork for the Lawrence, Argyle, 
Berwyn, and Bryn Mawr (main entrance and Hollywood entrance) stations for the Red 
and Purple Modernization project in an aggregate amount not to exceed Seven Hundred 
Fifty Thousand Dollars ($750,000.00). 


SECTION 2. The Chairman, President, and Vice President of Purchasing 
and Supply Chain, or their designees, are further authorized to take such actions and 
execute such documents as may be necessary to implement the objectives of this 
ordinance. 


SECTION 3. This ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after 


its passage.
